Sir: 

Applicant has the following response to the Final Rejection of September 1, 2006, 
Applicant will address each of the Examiner's rejections in the order in which they 
appear in the Final Rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

Claims 1-3. 9-13. 20-22 and 28-32 

In the Final Rejection, the Examiner rejects Claims 1-3, 9-13, 20-22 and 28-32 
under 35 USC § 102(e) as being anticipated by Utsumi et al. (US PubL 2004/0166362). 
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This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

It is respectfully submitted that Utsumi is not prior art to the present application, 
More specifically, Utsumi was published on August 26, 2004 based on a US, 
filing date of February 20, 2003. 

The present application was filed on February 6, 2004 and claims priority under 
35 USC §119 of Japanese patent application serial number 2003-033054 filed February 
12, 2003 in Japan. A certified copy of this priority Japanese application was filed 
February 6, 2004 in the present application. Applicants are preparing a verified English 
translation of Japanese patent application serial number 2003-033054 and will submit it 
as soon as it is finished. Applicants hope to have this translation finished and submitted 
by February 2007 and request that the Examiner not issue a new action until xeceiving 
this translation, 

Hence, as the §119 priority filing date of the present application is prior to the 
U.S. filing date of Utsumi , Utsumi is not prior art to the present application. 

Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that this rejection be withdrawn. 

Claims 5-8. 15-19. 24-27 and 34-39 

The Examiner also rejects Claims 5-8, 15-19, 24-27 and 34-39 under 35 USC 
§ 102(e) as being anticipated by Hayashi et ah (US PubL 2004/0124770). This rejection 
is also respectfully traversed. 

It is respectfully submitted that Hayashi is not prior art to the present application. 

More specifically, Hayashi was published on July 1 5 2004 based on a U.S. filing 
date of October 24, 2003. 
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As explained above, the present application was filed on February 6, 2004 and 
claims priority under 35 USC §119 of Japanese patent application serial number 2003- 
033054 filed February 12, 2003 in Japan, Hence, as the §119 priority filing date of the 
present application is prior to the U.S. filing date of Hayashi, Hayashi is not prior art to 
the present application. 

Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that this rejection be withdrawn, 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC $103 

The Examiner also rejects Claims 4, 14, 23 and 33 under 35 USC §1 03(a) as 
being unpatentable over Utsumi et aL and further in view of Hayashi et aL This rejection 
is also respectfully traversed, 

As explained above, neither Utsumi nor Hayashi is prior art to the present 
application, Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that this rejection be withdrawn. 

Conclusion 

It is respectfully submitted that the present application is in a condition for 
allowance should be allowed.
